Chicago, May 9.—Tom Sharkey, at 


Tattersall's, kaoclced out Joe Choynski 
of CalifotTiia in two rounds. The fight- 
ing -was of the hurricane order, t>oth 
men landing : repeatedly, but Sharkey 
had the fight well in hand throughout.

Cuban Postal Frauds. 


Havana, May 9.—The postal frauds 


have been the principal topic of con- 
versation in Havana.

NEW, SUBMARINE BOAT. 


One EHpociaKy DcBlsncil For Bivora 


Will Bv Lanucbed nl MiltvanKc 
Lichard Kndilatz. inventor of a su!>
